Northwest Bible School and Music Academy, Lemmon, S. Dak., 
October 14, 1946 


Since the general school in Tennessee was so far from this section, and = 
the need of trained workers to carry the gospel into all the world, Rev. Paul Walke 
with Rev. F. W. Lemons as principal, established this school in Minot, North Dakota.

MISSIONS 


The great commission of Christ, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature ... bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: ... and, lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world,” is still the marching orders 
of His Church militant! In the ful- 
fillment of this commission, it is im- 
perative that we ever keep before us 
the words of our Lord Jesus, “The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest. 
Say not ye, There are yet four months, 
and then cometh harvest? behold, I 
say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they are white 
already to harvest.” 

The well-known, and still soul- 
shaking, words of Moffatt to Living- 
stone, “There is a vast plain to the 
north where I have sometimes seen, 
in the morning sun, the smoke of a 
thousand villages where no missionary 
has ever been,” are contemporary 
with the present-day need of a 
MIGHTY stimulus for WORLD 
EVANGELIZATION. 

This is a new ERA of OPPORTU- 
NITY for MISSIONS! The most 
thrilling and glowing tributes ever, 
have come to us again and again, from 
Service men and women, who, in the 
course of their duties during this last 
war, contacted people of all lands 
where missjonaries have so fruitfully 
labored. Our own late President 
Roosevelt expressed great apprecia- 
tion for the accomplishments of mis- 
sionaries, and in so doing stated that 
he had, only since the outbreak of 
this last war, actually become ac- 
quainted with the noble and power- 
ful influences of missionaries. 

Former President McKinley, at an 
ecumenical conference in New York 
City in 1900, gave a true tribute to 
missions in these words: “I am glad 
of the opportunity to offer, without 
stint, my tribute of praise and respect 
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to the missionary effort, which has 
wrought such wonderful triumphs for 
civilization. The story of China mis- 
sions is one of thrilling interest and 
marvelous results. The services and 
sacrifices of missionaries for their 
fellow men, constitute one of the most 
glorious pages of the world’s history. 
The missionary, of whatever church 
or ecclesiastical body, who devotes his 
life to the service of the Master and 
of men, carrying the torch of truth 
and enlightenment, deserves the grati- 
tude, the support, and the homage of 
mankind. The noble, self-effacing, 
willing ministers of peace and good- 
will, should be classed with the world 
heroes ... They count their labour 
no sacrifice. ‘Away with the world in 
such a view and with such a thought,’ 
says David Livingstone, ‘it is emphati- 
cally no sacrifice; say, rather, it is 
a privilege.’ They furnish us exam- 
ples of forbearance, of fortitude, of 
patience and unyielding purpose, and 
of spirit that triumphs, not by force 
of might but by the persuasive maj- 
esty of right . . . Who can estimate 
their value to the progress of nations? 
Their contribution to the onward and 
upward march of humanity is beyond 
all calculation .. .” 

The compelling five “how’s” of 
Romans ten, and, “the voice of thy 
brother’s blood crieth unto me...” 
(spoken by our Lord to Cain who had 
slain his brother Abel) , should be for- 
ever in our ears and hearts, as con- 
cerning the unredeemed of earth. 
Dr. Oswald J. Smith, pastor of Peo- 
ples Church in Toronto, Canada, 
whose church gave over ONE HUN- 
DRED THOUSAND DOLLARS for mis- 
sions last year, said, “No one has a 
right to hear the gospel twice, when 
there are those who have not yet 
heard it once.” If our vision as min- 
isters is what it ought to be, our 
churches will be mission-minded, and 
it will be no task to receive far beyond 
certain set quotas. 

Most ministers are never privileged 
to visit mission fields; therefore. it 
becomes necessary to get the inspira- 
tion from other sources to spur us on 
to effort in this cause. There is our 
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privilege to hear missionaries who 
have returned from their fields of 
labor. Besides this, there are the 
books and magazines which will ac- 
quaint us with what has gone before, 
and what is now occurring in world 
missions. 

One of the best books written in the 
last decade is “My Father in China,” 
by Burke. This book can not be read 
intelligently without knowing China 
in its political history, economic and 
educational status, as well as religious 
trends, and another glorious triumph 
of missionary consecration for the 
spreading of the gospel of Christ. 

Of course, one can study some text- 
book on missions but this is not wholly 
adequate, because there is such a large 
field to be dealt with, that one vol- 
ume containing perhaps only a short 
paragraph on various important times 
and persons only touches the surface 
of what we will want; therefore, let 
us avail ourselves of the helps along 
this line. May I name a few volumes 
which bring joy to any minister. “‘Mis- 
sions Tomorrow,” Latourette; “Life of 


Adoniram Judson,” Judson; “David 
Livingstone,” Hornes; “Christ and 
Japan,” Kagawa; “Grenfell of the 


Labrador,” Wallace; “Hans Egede,” the 
Norwegian missionary to Greenland. 
This book will thrill you through and 
through. 

We will certainly want to be inti- 
mately acquainted with the lives of 
such great missionaries as Robert 
Morrison, John and Betty Stam, J. 
Hudson Taylor, William Carey, John

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Treasure Hunting for Wisdom and Knowledae 


A Discourse on the Gifts of Wisdom and Knowledge 


(Continued from last issue) 


2. THE GIFTS OF WISDOM AND 
KNOWLEDGE AND THE PASTOR- 
EVANGELISTS. 

Education is a splendid thing, and 
valuable to the pastor or evangelist 
so long as it is kept in its proper re- 
lationship to the ministry and minis- 
trations of the Holy Spirit. It is a pity 
‘that there are not more highly edu- 
cated and trained ministers who have 
accepted the holiness message and 
been baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
But the very fact that there are so 
few of the tens of thousands of min- 
isters who have been willing to sub- 
mit their education, talents, and repu- 
tation to the unfettered operation of 
the power of the Holy Spirit, is in it- 
self a profound warning to our min- 
istry. There is a strong trend amongst 
our younger ministry toward higher 
education. This is good if we retain 
the wisdom, knowledge, and POWER 
of the ministry of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. But let it be always before us 
that “For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh: (For 
the weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds;) Casting 
down imaginations, and every high 
thing that exalteth itself against the 
KNOWLEDGE of God, and bringing 
into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ,” 2 Cor. 10:3-5. 

It has been my personal observation 
that many of those who are moving 
heaven and earth toward higher edu- 
cation and culture, are doing so at the 
Sacrifice of prayer and the power of 
God. It seems to be their desire to 
reach more of our cultured people. 
And this is good. But we must face 
_ the fact that we cannot compete with 
our socially trained and highly edu- 
cated denominational ministers; and 
if we could, we likely wouldn’t be 
worth the price of a rotten fish line 
to a real Holy Ghost church! Now, is 
all of this in accord with the .teach- 
ings of the Word of Wisdom and the 
Word of Knowledge? I believe it is! 
Hear the words of Paul, the most 
highly educated and trained minister 
of his day: “For after that in the wis- 
dom of God the world by wisdom 
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knew not God, it pleased God by the 
FOOLISHNESS of preaching to save 
them that believe. For the Jews re- 
quire a sign, and the Greeks seek 
after wisdom: But we preach CHRIST 
CRUCIFIED, unto the Jews a stum- 
blingblock, and unto the Greeks fool- 
ishness; But unto them which are 
called, both Jews and Greeks, CHRIST 
the POWER of GOD, and the WIS- 
DOM of God. Because the foolishness 
of God is wiser than men; and the 
weakness of God is stronger than 
men,” 1 Cor. 1:21-25. 

Most certainly our ministry needs 
all of the culture and refinement it 
can acquire; but true culture and re- 
finement does not come primarily 
through higher education, but rather 
becomes a part of us as we become 
saturated with the personality and 
characteristics of Christ. “Love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance”— 
these are fruits of the Spirit and 
characteristics of Christ. If we actual- 
ly practice these characteristics in our 
daily ministry, we will not lack in re- 
finement or culture. 

“For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after 
the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
noble, are called: But God hath 
chosen the foolish things of the world 
to confound the wise; . . . That no 
flesh should glory in His presence. But 
of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us WISDOM, 
and Righteousness, and Sanctifica- 
tion, and Redemption,” 1 Cor. 1:26, 27, 
29, 30. 

The power of the ministry lies in a 
return to fasting, prayer, and Holy 
Ghost preaching, with fire and joy! 
Again hear the words of Paul: “And 
my speech and my preaching was not 
with enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power: That your faith should 
not stand in the wisdom of men, but 
in the power of God,” 1 Cor. 2:4, 5. 

The pastor or evangelist is a tender 
and watchful keeper of the sheep, and 
tender of God’s flower garden. He 
watches his people grow and fatten 
just as the shepherd cares for his 
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sheep and as the gardener enjoys the 
unfolding of the most beautiful flow- 
ers. When one has gone astray, he will 
labor to “restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted.” He 
diligently follows the scripture which 
saith, “Bear ye one another’s burdens, 
and so fufill the law of Christ.” The 
sad part is that so often we hear min- 
isters boasting about the ones they 
turned out of the church, and of the 
real loyal ones left. But the Word of 
Wisdom teaches that the shepherd 
will search earnestly after the one 
lost sheep, and when he has found 
and restored it, he will rejoice more 
over the one restored than over his 
whole church full of just persons! 


It is well to bear in mind that the 
doctor does everything in his power 
to restore an injured limb. The whole 
body will unite with him in combat- 
ing the poison. Only as a last resort 
will he AMPUTATE. And then only to 
save the life of the entire body. And 
the pastor, in cooperation with the 
entire body, the church, will fight to 
the death to save and restore an in- 
jured member. Only if the disease of 
sin or disobedience persists to the ex- 
tent it is threatening to destroy the 
entire body, will the pastor AMPU- 
TATE the offending member. This is 
the Word of Wisdom. An attitude of 
criticism, quarrelsomeness, and con- 
demnation on the part of the church 
or pastor does not restore, and stinks 
of the ways of man. It is well to note 
that a body with an amputated mem- 
ber usually goes through life handi- 
capped. “Nay, much more those mem- 
bers of the body, which seem to be 
more feeble, are necessary.” 

The pastor or evangelist, or any 
other laborer in the Church, will co- 
operate with the officials and laws 
and ways which God hath set in His 
Church. But if he have the Word of 
Wisdom, and the Word of Knowledge, 
he will withstand fearlessly, even to 
the endangering of his own political 
future, any evidence of favoritism, 
politics, worldliness, jealousies, ha- 
treds, and such like that he may see 
creeping into the church, whether it 
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be in the membership, or whether it 
be district pastor, state overseer or 
general official. He will do so knowing 
that such things have destroyed every 
movement of the past, and that his 
reward for godly courage comes not 
from man but from God. This is not 
good politics but is good godliness. 
And politics in the Church has noth- 
ing to do with the Word of Wisdom 
or of Knowledge in the first place. 

According to the Word of Wisdom, 
the following is a true minister of 
Jesus Christ: “Now then we are am- 
bassadors for Christ, as though God 
did beseech you by us: .. . Giving no 
offence in anything, that the MIN- 
ISTRY be not blamed; But in all 
things approving ourselves as the 
MINISTERS of GOD, in much patience, 
in afflictions, in necessities, in dis- 
tresses, in stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watchings, in 
fastings; By pureness, by knowledge, 
by longsuffering, by kindness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, by the 
WORD of truth, by the POWER of 
God, by the armour of righteousness 
on the right and on the left, By honour 
and dishonour, by evil report and good 
report: as deceivers and yet true; As 
unknown, and yet well known; as dy- 
ing, and, behold, we live; as chastened, 
and not killed; as sorrowful, yet alway 
rejoicing; as poor, yet making many 
rich; as having nothing, and yet pos- 
sessing all things,” 2 Cor. 5:20; 6:3-10. 

In dealing with the problems of his 
daily world, he will be “as wise as a 
Serpent and harmless as a dove,” and 
the latter as much as the former. 

If he recognizes at all times that he 
is God’s ambassador to God’s people, 
all of whom were born to a greater 
heritage, in another land, but who are 
temporarily living in this, a strange 
land; and will be guided by the laws 
and teachings of that far-off country 
to which his people belong, yet tem- 
pered by the laws and customs here, 
he will not go far wrong on Wisdom 
and Knowledge. He is representing his 
King (Christ) and Christ’s subjects 
(the Church) in a strange land (being 
made, by the born-again experience, 
citizens of heaven), and he will so 
conduct himself as an ambassador of 
Christ, and as a representative of 
Christ’s people. 

Like a good and wise farmer, filled 
with knowledge, he knows his soil, his 
seed, and his seasons, and he knows 
the enemies of his crop. He corrects 
the fault in his soil, he selects well his 
seed, and he judges the seasons, that 
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his field may have warmth and water. 
And he applies in time the remedy to 
defeat the enemies of his harvest. 

He is like the woman’s organization 
making piece quilts—he takes the 
many-colored and frayed remnants of 
numerous lives, and forms them into 
a beautifully patterned whole (the 
church), strong, warm, and useful to 
mankind. 

3. THE GIFT OF WISDOM AND 
KNOWLEDGE AND THE CHURCH 
OFFICIAL. 

Here indeed is a hard position to 
fill. He must first of all be deeply 
spiritual. For though he be the most 
expert of engineers, so that the great 
power system which he helps to head 
be constructed of the finest of mate- 
rials, and the most perfect in organi- 
zation and timing, and yet be not well 
connected with the power house, so 
that it can carry life and power to it’s 
constituency, it has lost its excuse for 
existing in the name of Christ. But 
spirituality alone is not sufficient. He 
must be a man of proven leadership 
and courage, one who knows how to 
select and place men, and how to lead 
and inspire them, and not to falter 
when the going gets hard and the 
tests severe. With it all, he must know 
finances; the value of investments as 
well as the value of men. This does 
not of necessity mean a good book- 
keeper. Many of our best leaders, who 
know men and their qualifications, 
who select well their assistants and 
place their men well, who know the 
value of property and understand 
money, are withal very poor book- 
keepers. And some leaders, who have 
gained their place because they are 
good bookkeepers, are not at all qual- 
ified as leaders, being small-minded 
and small-spirited, envious, jealous, 
destructive to those who oppose them, 
and lacking the great spiritual fruits 
of Christ so essential to true Christian 
leadership. If a leader does not inspire 
confidence, he is not, in the truest 
sense, a leader. If the pastor cannot 
go to his state overseer, or the state 
overseer to his general officials, with 
the same assurance and confidence of 
compassionate understanding which 
he finds in Christ, then that state 
overseer, or general official has mis- 
erably failed in fulfilling the office 
to which his church and his Christ 
entrusted him. Gal. 3:2-5. 

His greatest danger is not pride, 
but predjudice; not lack of or- 
ganization and financial ability, but 
lack of spirituality. The folks over 


which nearly every organization has 
fallen and been swept to spiritual de- 
struction, began as a little rivulet of 
personal ambitions, prejudices and 
jealousies, pressing itself into high 
places, and relentlessly sweeping aside 
the more spiritual elements. 

After one of Christ’s greatest vic- 
tories, the feeding of the five thou- 
sand), He went alone into a mountain 
to pray. The greater our talents of 
leadership, the greater is the necessity 
of prayer. 

And if there is a place in the entire 
body where the characteristics of the 
Word of Wisdom and the Word of 
Knowledge are needed, it is in our 
leadership. Some of these character- 
istics of Wisdom and Knowledge, as 
contrasted to worldly wisdom are: 

(1) Good conversation, meekness— 
contrasted with envying and strife. 
James 3:13-16, “Who is a wise man and 
endued with knowledge among you? 
let him show out of a good conversa- 
tion his works with meekness of wis- 
dom. But if ye have bitter envying 
and strife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not against the truth. This 
wisdom descendeth not from above, 
but is earthly, sensual, devilish. For 
where envying and strife is, there is 
confusion and every evil work.” A 
leader might as well take a wrench 
and smash the distributor as to per- 
mit envy and strife to influence his 
leadership. The results are the same— 
it stops the mechanism of a finely 
tuned instrument, the church. 

(2) Worldly wisdom of partiality 
—contrasted with wisdom from above. 
“But the WISDOM that is from above 
is first PURE, then PEACEABLE, gen- 
tle, and EASY TO BE INTREATED 
(easily approached by any worker 
with a problem), ... WITHOUT PAR- 
TIALITY, and without hypocrisy,” 
James 3:17. The great religious lead- 
ers of history have been men who em- 
bodied the above characteristics of 
wisdom from above. The other kind 
may croak for a time, as a big frog in 
his own little puddle, but he will not 
long impress his fellow man, and has 
never impressed God. 

(3) Wisdom of God and wisdom 
of man as touching world conditions. 

The world’s greatest political lead- 
ers, wise in the ways of power politics, 
do not understand our world condi- 
tions with all of their access to actual 
secret scheming and maneuvering, as 
do our Holy Ghost ministers who 
know nothing of politics, but do know

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He Is the Son of God

Text: John 3:16 


“What think ye of Christ? whose 
Son is He?” Was Jesus of. Nazareth 
the Son of God? Do you believe He 
is the Son of God? 

Jesus once asked His disciples, 
“Whom do men say that I the Son of 
man am.” And they said, “Some say 
that thou art John the Baptist: some, 
Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one of 
the prophets.” Matt. 16:13,14. Those 
people were willing to believe that 
Jesus was some prophet raised from 
the dead, or Elijah returned from 
heaven, or just anyone except the Son 
of God, the Savior of men. They want- 
ed to believe He was someone except 
the Son of God and, friends, we have 
people today denying the virgin birth 
of Christ. 

Jesus Christ is one with God, and is 
called God. Praise God, we need have 
no anxiety over the Godship of Jesus 
Christ. God shares His throne with 
the Son. God has given to all morally 
responsible beings some authority and 
dominion. He gave dominion to Adam 
and He gives great responsibility to 
the angels, but none occupies the place 
of the Son. “Let all the angels of God 
worship him,” Heb. 1:6. He existed 
with God before the creation of the 
world. The pre-existence of Christ is 
a doctrine which was most definitely 
taught by Jesus and mentioned by 
Him in His last prayer before Geth- 
semane. “I came down from heaven,” 
John 6:38. From the days of eternity, 
the Lord Jesus Christ was one with 
the Father.

Small things are the spice of life to 
the majority of the people who are 
not classed among the few that can 
be called millionaires. We look for- 
ward to our little trips to new places, 
picnics, etc. There are small things, 
also, that if left, grow into enormous 
things. A stone, if started at the top 
of a slope down hill, will, when it has 
reached the bottom, have increased to 
an alarming proportion of speed, 
crashing small trees and houses, or 
anything movable that gets in its 
way. The only thing that will stop it 
will be something’ solid like a huge 
rock. 

Sin starts as something harmless, 
just a bit of recreation. Many of our 
preachers say we just must have fun 
even though it may be a bit on the 
risky side. Sin, if condoned and left 
to grow, will begin to grow at an 
alarming rate, driving out all good 
impulses, Christian training, and high 
ideals, leaving hopes crushed and a 
wretch bound for the eternal habita- 
tion of the doomed. Man tries by 
moral lectures and physical examples 
to better humanity, but failure is and 
has been from the start of time, the 
outcome of man’s futile and pathetic 
attempt to change his inherent na- 
ture. It is like a sapling trying to stop 
the onward rush of the great stone as 
it gains momentum, The only way to 
stop sin is to flee to the Solid Rock, 
Christ Jesus, against whom sin has 
vainly battered, but ever failing to 
even change, in the slightest degree, 
the Son of God’s power over the forces 
of Satan. 

How small a thing a dime is, yet 
many lives were saved by the dimes 
donated to the mission cause. Some 
of our airmen were forced to take to 
their rubber rafts and land on an 
island that was formerly occupied by 
cannibals. They were apprehensive, as 


they neared this south sea isle. 


When they saw a crowd of natives 
run toward them, many thought it 
was the end, but the native in the 
lead had a battered Bible in his hand. 
Some missionaries, a few years pre- 
vious, had, at the risk of their lives, 
brought the Word to these savages. 
These airmen said they were made 
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into believers by this concrete evi- 
dence of the reality of the regenerat- 
ing power of Jesus. 

Mark 8:7. There we have just a few 
loaves and fishes. We see, through 
the marvelous power of God, some- 
thing momentous, beyond the com- 
prehension of man, supernatural. He 
fed the multitude of people. 

It was in Baltimore, at the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company shipyards, at the 
launching of one of the great liberty 
ships. When the welder began to burn 
the steel plates from the sides of the 
ship that held the ship in place on the 
runway, all eyes were focused on the 
task. Finally, only one small plate 
held the ship. Then it was burned 
through and the giant ship slipped 
down the greased runway into the 
water. 

Just one small sin may bar you 
from glory, something that may seem 
of no consequence to you. 

Wars have started from just a few 
words carelessly spoken. Fires that 
have destroyed entire cities started 
from a cigarette carelessly thrown on 
some debris. At Hiroshima, Japan, a 
city that, at a large fleet of B-29’s, 
would take to the bomb shelters and 
other places of refuge, but when one 
lone B-29 came over, they were not 
afraid, and when a small package be- 


gan to float lazily to earth, perhaps 
they thought it a package of food or 
clothing for prisoners. When it was 
a short way from earth there was 
a tremendous roar, a blinding flash 
and four and one-half square miles 
of that city was entirely removed 
from this earth. One hundred and 
twenty-nine thousand human beings 
departed this life. 

There is no excuse for anyone to be 
deceived as to the danger of small sins, 
for God, in His Word, gives the most 
minute description of the way from 
life here to life everlasting. When God 
gave Moses the directions for building 
the tabernacle, He gave every detail, 
no matter how minute. A soldier in 
our army must, when on inspection, 
be faultless. Guns must be clean. First 


offence means curtailment of ets 


other offences will be more severe. 
“God is long-suffering to usward, kind, 
forgiving, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance.” 2 Peter 3:9. But there is 
an end to His mercy and we may find 
that our refusal to go according to 
God’s plan may be the small bar that 
means the difference between life and 
death. The only difference between 
Noah and the people outside was that 
Noah was in and they were out. Noah 
had protection; they had none. 

Get into the Ark of Safety today, 
Christ Jesus, then in that day and 
hour you can have protection. Don’t 
delay. It is dangerous, for in such an 
hour as you think not the Son of man 
cometh. Amen.

the Word of Knowledge and Wisdom. 
Dan. 12:9,10, “And he said, Go thy 
way, Daniel: for the words are closed 
up and sealed until the time of the 
end ... the wicked shall do wickedly: 
and none of the wicked shall under- 
stand: but the wise shall understand 
(meaning the Christians).” See 1 
Thess. 5:1-8. NOTE Verse 4, “But ye, 
brethren, are not in darkness, that 
that day should overtake you as a 
thief.” James 3:13, “Who is a wise 
man and endued with knowledge 
among you? let him show out of 
good conversation his works with 
meekness of wisdom.” 

Ill. THE POWER TO APPLY WIS- 
DOM AND KNOWLEDGE. 

There is a new application of world 
wisdom, known as “POWER POLI- 
TICS.” That simply means that the 
stronger power makes his decisions 
based on the interests of his NATION 
first, and of world needs second, and 
backs up his decisions with a threat 
of the use of force if necessary. This 
condition has always existed in the 
wisdom of this natural world. The 
strong dominates the weak, among 
the weak, among nations, individuals, 
and in the animal world. Always the 
strong backs up his demands with 
force. He is too wise to “stick his neck 
out” unless he has POWER to back it 
up, be it nation, individual, or animal. 
This is “power politics” and is wisdom 
of this world. 

So must the wisdom and knowledge 
of God be backed by the POWER of 
God, for though we know that hatred 
and envy and strife, backbiting, and 
destructive criticisms belong to the 
world, and that love, peace, joy, mercy, 
kindness, forgiveness, etc. belong to 
the wisdom which is from above, we 
cannot leave the one and take on the 
other without the saving, sanctify- 
ing, baptizing Spirit of Christ. We 
defeat the great army of Satan, which 
is arrayed against us, by the use of 
force; and that force stems from 
Christ who said: “All power is given 
unto me”; “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you”; “He gave them power 
against unclean spirits’; “For the 
weapons of our warfare are not car- 
nal, but mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds.” 2 Chr. 
20:12, “ ... for we have no might 
against this great company that com- 
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eth against us; ... but our eyes are 
upon thee.” Verse 15, “Be not afraid 
nor dismayed by reason of this great 
multitude; for the battle is not your’s, 
but God’s.” 

Victorious wisdom and knowledge 
are therefore applied through the 
power of God as we yield our wills to 
the Spirit of God. Gal. 5:16, “This I 
say then, Walk in the Spirit, and you 
shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh.”

do what He commands, and if you'll 
hear and heed His teaching you will 
be like the man who built his house 
upon the rock.

E. Clough, and many, many others. 
To think of the benefits through mis- 
sions to poor, ignorant, unloved, 
superstitious, downtrodden humani- 
ty, is to be overwhelmed with unspeak- 
able joy and gratitude to God. With 
Isaac Watts we sing: 


“Jesus shall reign where’er the sun 

Does his successive journeys run; 

His kingdom spread from shore to 
shore, 

Till moons shall wax and wane no 
more. 

From north to south the princes meet 

To pay their homage at His feet; 

While western empires own their 
Lord, 

And savage tribes attend His word.” 


Alexander Duff spent most of his 
long career in India. Paul W. Rood 
said of him, “At the end of his life 
he came to Edinburgh and spoke at a 
great convention. For two and a half 
hours he held the audience spell- 
bound as he told about the trials and 
hardships and about the conquests in 
the mission field. At the end of that 
period he fainted, and they carried 
him off the platform. When his con- 
sciousness was restored, he cried out, 
‘Take me back; I must finish my 
message.’ His attendants protested, 
and said, ‘You will die if you go back.’ 
‘I'll die if I don’t,’ was his answer. 
Again he stood before that magnifi- 
cent audience and poured out his 
heart. ‘Have you no more sons to 
send to India? Queen Victoria asks 
for soldiers and you gladly offer your 
sons. Christ asks for missionaries, 
and you say, ‘No, we have no sons to 
send.’ If there is no one who will 


Oi nem I'll go back to India, and 


et them know that there is one 
Scotchman that is willing to die for 
those who sit in heathen darkness.” 
A. B. Simpson’s hymn is here ap- 
propriate: 
“To the regions beyond I must go, I 
must go, 
Where the story has never been told; 
To the millions that never have heard 
of His love, 
I must tell the sweet story of old. 
There are other ‘lost sheep’ that the 
Master must bring, 
And they must the message be told; 
He sends me to gather them out of 
all lands, 
And welcome them back to His fold.” 


In our own Church, we have a re- 
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cent glorious example of what God can 
and will do through them whom He 
calls to go to regions beyond. I refer 
to the Kluzits in Haiti, who have in 
eight years seen the phenomenal, yea, 
miraculous, mission field revival in 
which over SIXTY-EIGHT THOU- 
SAND natives have come to know 
Christ as Lord and Savior! Thanks be 
to God for His unspeakable gift. 

I’m sure we need to be fired with 
zeal and vision for the spreading of 
this glorious gospel, if we are to assist 
in recruiting laborers for mission 
fields. 

There comes to mind the story of a 
young lady who had just completed 
her college work and returned home, 
being ready to set out upon her life’s 
career. When she and her mother had 
eaten their evening meal, she said, 
“Mother, you go out and sit on the 
porch and I'll do the dishes.” It was 
a beautiful spring day. The trees were 
so beautiful in their green foliage and 
the birds sang with such glee. The 
sun was setting in all its western 
splendor and the mother’s heart was 
overflowing with joy because her 
daughter had completed her school- 
work successfully and was now ready 
for coming years. Soon the daughter 
joined her mother and as they sat to- 
gether, presently she said, “Mother, I 
am not going to follow the vocation 
for which I had planned and prepared. 
I have made my decision. The call of 
Christ has come to me and I have de- 
cided to carry the gospel to a faraway 
land.” The good Christian mother 
was moved to tears.
